One of those ailly things adults tell you is that senior year teaches you about 
responsibility. | mean, we all know that it’s supposed to be one big party: not 
too many classes, not too many rules, and lots of great stuff to do.

Although some of our homework never got done and we often had a slightly dazed 
look on our faces, the occurrence of nervous breakdowns was relatively low. Surprisingly 
enough, each of us managed to handle our obligations. Hmm...maybe we are ready for life 
in the Real World.

Do you feel L-S was at all 
relevant in terms of who you 
are or where you are today?

It was easy to look at the record of George Horton and from those statistics form a picture of 
the man. George worked for twenty-three years as the head of the Park and Recreation 
Department and literally thousands of kids benefitted from the activities he developed. He 
coached basketball, soccer, golf, and softball and won twenty-three Dual County League Titles 
and many other Regional and Eastern Massachusetts Championships. 


But these figures, impressive as they are, do not really describe George Horton. To thoge in the 
Lincoln-Sudbury community who will remember George, there are many qualities and many 
stories which illuminate him both as a man and as a teacher. George was competitive, highly 
principled, humorous and hard working. As many of his players have testified over the years, 
that same competitiveness caused him to encourage his players to achieve at a high level, one 
which they could look back upon with satisfaction. He created standards which he upheld 
rigorously in order to demonstrate to his players a value system which he took seriously. To 
play for George was to learn his principles and values, to work hard and to strive to win. 


George was also a teacher. Although trained nearly thirty years ago as a physical education 
teacher, George nonetheless worked hard to learn about new developments in his field. Whether 
it was Outward Bound, or fundamentals of fitness, George assimilated these new aspects of 
the curriculum and effectively wove them into his teaching. 


Now, this complex man, successful coach and good teacher hag left the playing fields and gyms 
of Lincoln-Sudbury. Last year, he remarked to a friend, “I’ve really spent my life here, and its 
been a good place to spend my life. Lincoln-Sudbury has been good to me.” Those of us in the 
extended Lincoln-Sudbury community could reverse those sentiments: we are richer for having 
known George Horton.
